Second call to the muskie pike and 
pickerel fisherman! ._The Wisconsin 
Season for these species opens Friday. 
Today we are giving you the dope 
on the Mercer waters, another Wis- 
consin territory which ought to give 
you some pretty good sport. 

Mercer has muskie and pike fish- 
ing right on “Main street” as the 
lakes which nearly surround the town 
can turn up some dandy fish: Here 
is a list which we recommend; Rice 
——@ weedy body of water with pike 
muskies and pickerel in it. It is a 
part of the Turtle river system. Pike, 
Lake of the Falls, Grand Portage, 
Big Martha and the Little Martha are 
other good bets.. All of these lakes 
have an abundance of cover for fish 
and later in the season’ the weed 
beds cover acres of water. North of 
Mercer and reached by automobile 
roads are long, Vergin, Fisher and 
Mud. Long lake is an exceptionally 
beautiful, narrow body of water. It 
has considerable virgin timber on its 
shores and lovely. islands with tall, 
pines.

Toast if your butcher hag anything to 
'do with the forequarter of beef—as 
some butchers do mot, seemingly. This 

amount, if rightly managed, will serve 

four people amply and you can cook
